OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1950.

It  give&  me  pleasure  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  1950. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  as  regards  Vital  Statistics. 

Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended  at  the 
various  centres  in  the  Division  and  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is 
well  maintained. 

There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning.  We  had  two 
or  three  suspected  cases  but  these  were  soon  controlled  and  gave  rise 
to  no  anxiety. 

The  Council  responded  immediately  to  having  representatives  on 
the  Clean  Food  Committee  and  lectures  have  been  given  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  representatives  of  the  Catering  Trades. 

Infectious  Diseases.  There  were  no  severe  epidemics. 

There  were  47  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever — mild  in  character,  115  cases 
of  Measles  and  30  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  without  mortality.  There 
were  4  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  8  cases  of  Dysentery 
(Sonne’s  Bacillus),  and  3  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

Tuberculosis.  Respiratory  11- — Mortality  8. 

Non  Respiratory  4 — Mortality  3. 

Accordingly  one  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  our  area.  The  Ministry  states  that 
in  1950  there  has  been  the  highest  fall  recorded  in  Tuberculosis  since 
1929  in  England  and  Wales  for  any  one  year.  Of  course  there  has  been 
a  big  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  in  Sanatoria  and  increased  Nursing 
Staff  provided,  and  also  the  two  new  drugs  that  have  come  along — 
Streptomycin  and  P.A.S.  (Para-Amino  Salicylic  Acid).  All  have  been 
helpful  in  reducing  the  lists  for  Sanatorium  treatment. 
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Housing.  This  is  of  course  a  most  important  and  formidable 
business  and  is  giving  rise  to  great  anxiety  to  the  various  committees. 
The  lines  which  have  been  adhered  to  have  been  always  confined  to 
Priority  No.  1  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  household.  Priority  No.  2 
Gross  Overcrowding.  160  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  106 
for  Worslev  Council,  48  for  Salford  to  house  their  overspill  population, 
and  6  were  built  privately.  Full  details  of  the  housing  situation  are  given 
later  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

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Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  § 940-42. 

These  Regulations  require  particulars  of  all  persons  of  certain  specified 
ages  who  have  been  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour;  the  object  is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Medical 
Boards  for  enlistment  in  His  Majesty’s  Forces.  There  were  no  cases  notified 

in  1950. 

Canal  Boats. 

Twenty-two  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  women  or  children  were  living  on  board  the 
boats;  in  no  case  was  there  more  than  one  male  living  on  board.  No 
infectious  disease  occurred  and  there  was  no  contravention  of  any  of  the 
regulations.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Worsley  Urban  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1950. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staffing  of  the  department. 

The  routine  work  has  gone  on  as  usual  except  that  it  is  becoming 
still  more  difficult  to  get  repairs  and  maintenance  work  done  to  property. 
There  is  still  much  delay  in  getting  material  and  supplies,  chiefly  timber 
and  plaster,  and  also  in  getting  jobbing  contractors  to  do  the  work.  The 
real  difficulty  which  willing  owners  experience  in  getting  work  done  is 
being  made  an  excuse  by  the  indifferent  and  bad  property  owners  to 
shirk  their  responsibilities.  Work  may  be  given  out  to  a  contractor  who 
has  already  more  orders  than  he  can  possibly  hope  to  complete  for 
months,  and  this  is  then  made  an  excuse  that  the  work  has  been  given 
out  and  the  responsibility  is  placed  on  the  contractor.  Needless  to  say, 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  differentiate  between  the  genuinely  honest 
owner  and  the  shifty  one  and  the  work  hangs  on  indefinitely,  leaving  a 
feeling  of  annoyance  and  frustration  to  all  concerned. 

Food  inspection  has  been  receiving  closer  attention.  Although  there 
have  been  several  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  throughout  the  country 
we  have  been  remarkably  free  in  Worsley.  There  were  only  three 
suspected  cases  reported,  none  of  which  were  confirmed,  and  there  were 
no  further  complications. 

New  Food  Byelaws  were  adopted  and  put  into  force  during  the  year. 
These  have  given  additional  powers  and  we  can  now  ask  for  certain 
improvements  which  we  could  not  previously  enforce. 

Owing  to  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  in  various  districts  a  wave 
of  interest  was  aroused  against  dirty  food  and  in  many  districts  Clean 
.  Food  Committees  were  inaugurated.  In  Worsley  a  combined  committee 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the  Chamber  of  Trade,  the  Trades 
Council  and  the  Urban  District  Council  was  formed,  and  several  meetings 
were  held.  Several  lectures  were  given  to  the  Committee,  to  the  Trades

Council,  and  to  members  of  the  Catering  Trades,  and  instruction  was 
given  to  groups  of  shop  assistants,  i  regret  to  report  that  the  interest 
has  now  waned. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  way  in  which  meat  is 
transported  from  the  abattoir  and  cold  stores  to  the  retail  dealers  in  the 
district.  Unfortunately  meat  in  transit  is  exempt  from  action  under  the 
Food  Byelaws,  and  cannot  be  dealt  with  by  us  until  delivered  to  the 
Retailer. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality  and  cleanliness 
of  Ice  Cream  during  the  year.  In  my  opinion  this  improvement  is  chiefly 
due  to  limiting  the  sale  to  packed  or  wrapped  ice  cream  which  has  been 
manufactured  by  the  large  firms  under  the  best  conditions,  and  sold 
without  any  unwrapping  or  direct  handling. 

My  lectures  to  people  in  the  catering  trades  has  convinced  me  that 
the  best  possible  way  to  ensure  cleanliness  in  the  preparation  and 
handling  of  food  is  to  teach  as  early  as  possible  the  young  people  who 
are  entering  the  confectionery  and  catering  trades.  It  would  not  be 
difficult  to  arrange  classes  in  Elementary  Hygiene  and  the  Handling  and 
Preparation  of  Food,  and  encourage  the  young  people  to  attend. 

The  collection  of  refuse,  salvage  and  kitchen  waste  has  not  been  as 
satisfactory  as  1  should  like  it  to  be.  Last  year  I  reported  that  the 
collection  of  paper  salvage  had  been  discontinued.  This  was  a  distinct 
financial  loss  to  the  Council,  for  not  only  had  a  source  of  revenue  ceased, 
we  had  to  discard  many  tons  of  baled  paper  for  which  we  could  find  no 
purchaser. 

Orders  for  trailers  were  cancelled  as  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any 
use  for  them,  with  the  result  that  when  there  was  a  sudden  demand  for 
paper  during  1950  we  were  without  adequate  means  for  its  collection. 
We  are  still  being  handicapped  although  we  now  have  trailers  on  order. 

The  collection  of  kitchen  waste  for  pig  food  is  more  unsatisfactory 
than  ever.  The  host  of  private  collectors  who  are  getting  waste  from  their 
friends  and  neighbours,  and  the  number  of  collectors  who  have  been 
granted  licences  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  to  collect  locally  have 
brought  the  weekly  collection  from  the  communal  bins  down  to  a  most 
uneconomical  proposition.  The  Ministry  has  been  approached  asking 
for  permission  to  discontinue  the  collection  but  the  matter  is  still  under 
consideration. 

Refuse  collection  reached  its  nadir  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Sickness 
among  the  staff,  atrocious  weather,  with  frequent  snowstorms  hindering 
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progress,  breakdowns  to  vehicles  with  the  inevitable  delay  in  getting 
repairs,  caused  a  rot  to  set  in  which  was  unprecedented  in  our  history. 
Good  workmen  left  for  better  paid  and  more  congenial  employment, 
several  men  reached  retiring  age,  and  a  shortage  of  men  occurred  which 
has  not  yet  been  remedied.  The  outlook  is  still  bleak  for  there  is 
practically  no  unemployment  in  the  district  and  we  cannot  get  men  to 
stay  with  us.  We  are  not  alone  in  this  respect  as  other  districts  report 
the  same  conditions.  There  are  many  causes  for  this  and  the  remedy  is 
neither  clear  nor  easy.  We  in  Worsley  have  always  done  our  best  for 
the  workmen  and  honoured  all  wage  agreements  and  conditions  of 
service,  but  against  this  the  work  is  hard  and  in  winter  the  conditions 
are  doubly  arduous.  Bad  weather  depletes  the  staff  and  the  delay  in 
collecting  increases  the  weight  to  be  lifted  in  each  bin. 

To  the  grievance  of  a  low  wage  rate  is  added  the  insult  of  a  low 
social  status.  Those  of  us  who  come  in  contact  with  the  men  know  they 
are  as  decent  and  hardworking  as  any  other  body  of  workers  but  there 
is  a  thoughtless  section  of  the  community  which  looks  on  them  as  beings 
of  an  inferior  race  who  must  accept  complaints  and  insults  without 
daring  to  reply.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  men  have  a  feeling  of 
resentment  and  that  others  are  reluctant  to  enter  the  service. 

The  removal  of  refuse  has  been  the  most  important  Public  Health 
service  since  civilization  began  and  the  men  who  do  the  work  are 
indispensable  to  the  community.  Unless  and  until  this  is  recognised  and 
the  conditions  of  service  improved  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  near  future 
will  be  chaotic. 

These  are  matters  for  serious  consideration  as  the  remedy  does  not 
lie  entirely  in  our  own  hands. 

Rodent  Control.  During  the  year  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949,  has  been  put  into  operation.  The  object  of  this  is  to 
protect  food  during  manufacture,  storage  and  transport.  Infestation 
means  the  presence  of  rats,  mice,  insects  or  mites  in  numbers  or 
under  conditions  which  involve  loss  or  damage  to  food. 

It  is  now  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  ensure  that  their  district 
is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice  by  carrying  out  such  inspections  as  may 
be  necessary,  by  preventing  infestations  on  land  occupied  by  them,  and 
by  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Act  on  the  occupiers  of  other  land 
and  premises. 

It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  act  as  rat  catchers  for 
the  whole  district.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  occupier  to  rid  his 
premises  of  rats  and  mice  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to 
take  action  against  anyone  failing  to  do  so. 
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As  you  are  aware,  a  full  time  rodent  operative  was  appointed,  who, 
besides  paying  attention  to  Council  property  such  as  sewers,  tips,  yards 
and  sewage  works,  etc.,  investigates  complaints  from  private  houses, 
allotments,  hen-pens,  piggeries  and  streams.  He  not  only  gives  advice 
but  assists  by  prebaiting  and  poisoning  or  by  the  use  of  traps  or  gassing 
where  advisable.  Unfortunately  there  is  a  growing  belief  that  this  act  of 
grace  on  the  part  of  the  Council  relieves  trie  occupiers  of  all  responsibility 
and  they  are  no  longer  helping  themselves. 

As  a  Public  Health  measure  no  charge  is  made  to  private  ho  use - 
Holders  and  the  people  are  encouraged  to  report  the  presence  of  rats, 
iins  accounts  for  the  increased  number  of  complaints  and  more  time 
has  to  be  given  to  this  work. 

The  Government  is  assisting  by  grants  up  to  half  the  total  cost  of 
the  service,  providing  the  methods  approved  oy  them  are  employed,  if 
not,  the  grant  will  be  withheld.  The  aog  and  ferret  method  is  specially 
forbidden  as  it  only  scatters  the  rats  into  the  surrounding  areas  and  gives 
rise  to  fresh  infestations.  The  object  is  not  to  clear  the  rats  but  to  draw 
them  together  by  prebaiung  and  poison  them  all.  This  takes  much 
longer  involving  seven  or  eight  visits,  but  is  far  more  effective  and  there 
is  not  the  same  danger  of  dispersing  them  into  some  other  area. 

The  extent  and  importance  of  this  menace  is  not  being  realised.  If 
the  work  is  to  be  thoroughly  effective  more  workmen  will  be  required 
and  more  support  given  to  the  service,  particularly  during  those  weeks 
when  the  sewers  are  receiving  treatment. 

There  is  no  Slum  Clearance  taking  place  at  present  but  the  building 
of  new  houses  for  the  Council  is  proceeding  steadily. 

Although  the  Public  Health  Department  cannot  take  any  credit  for 
this  practical  effort  to  solve  the  Housing  Problem  i  am  including  the 
figures  in  this  report  for  information  and  the  continuity  of  records.
